In the former, you ask the 
toll operator to call some designated Person and get him on the line; 
in the latter, you simply ask the toll operator to connect you with his 
telephone.

The hller form of toll call is simpler and quicker to handle; there- 


fore, it costs only about three-fourths as much as the person-to-person 
call. It can be employed to advantage if it is reasonably certain that 
the person wanted will be at the other end of the line, or, in the event 
of his absence, if. Ihe business to be discussed with him can be trans- 
acted with anyone else there.
